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REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMIT- 
TEE ON TRAINING 

Subjects: (1) The year’s work of the 
committee. (2) Opinion on the train- 
ing of the elementary school librarian. 

1. The committee proposed to dis- 
cover through a questionnaire sent to 
school librarians their opinions, based on 
their experience, as to: 

A. The selection of college courses 
most desirable for the prospective school 
librarian. 

B. The courses in librarianship 
most valuable in school library work. 

C. The personality traits most de- 
sirable in the school librarian. 

The auestionnair* was tried on a group 
of nine school librarians representing, 
graduate library schools, one year non- 
college library school courses, summer 
library training. 

The results, due undoubtedly to the 
poor construction of the questionnaire, 
were conflicting, and it seemed scarcely 
worth while to send the questionnaire to 
a larger group without complete re- 
statement. 

The project was abandoned when the 
Northern Section was invited, through 
the Southern Section, to cooperate in a 
similar study to be made by the A. L. A. 

The committee discussed and outlined 
recommendations for the training of 
school librarians which have been in- 
corporated into a joint committee report 
to be forwarded to Mr. Kersey.

As a step toward the establishement 
of permanent records of material col- 
lected, exhaustive lists of material found 
have been made. These have been sub- 
mitted for publication in the Bulletin 
as space is available. Copies may be ob- 
tained from the committee,chairman.

REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMIT- 
TEE ON TEACHERS COLLEGES 


The chief task undertaken by the 
Committee on Teachers Colleges of the 
California School Library Association, 
Northern Section, for this year was that 
of gathering data on all conceivable 
points of administration, as at present 
handled in the five northern colleges. 
Our aim was to compile a loose-leaf book 
which should contain, side by side, and 
in ready reference form, the various 
practices of the schools with regard to any 
and all matters. A study of such 2 com- 
pilation could not fail to be suggestive 
to any one interested in improving his 
own techniques. 

The field was divided into three sec- 
tions: finance, staff, and administration, 
and under these headings survey ques- 
tionnaires were sent out in such detailed 
outline form that the response could 
be made by typing items in, in rd, im- 
mediately following the sub-division 
of the outline. To complete the study 
we are gathering samples of all cards, 
forms and blanks used in the various 
libraries, which samples will be mounted 
on other sheets and filed with the ques- 
tionnaire responses. The whole should 
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make an interesting exhibit, and although 
many of the details of administration in 
each case will have changed before the 
whole is compiled, the variety of meth- 
ods of attacking each problem will be 
entered for the inspection of others. 

In addition, the committee has worked 
on a couple of special assignments in be- 
half of the Joint Professional Commit- 
tee. (1) Summary of the courses in 
children’s literature at present offered 
in the California state teachers colleges. 
(2) Recommended program of library 
training to be set up in the state teachers 
colleges. This latter project gave rise 
to the outlining of a course which might 
profitably be required of all who were 
preparing for a teaching credential, with 
the aim of giving them that understand- 
ing of a library which would enable them 
to profit by the assistance of libraries for 
their profession-work, and also to care 
for a library collection, should they go 
out into small schools where it was im- 
possible to employ a bona fide libra- 
rian. The course, as worked out, was 
submitted to Mr. Kersey, with other re- 
commendations along the lines of cer- 
tification and school library training.

out. 

Miss Hazel Levy has had charge of 
and is going to carry on a study of the 
problem of “lost books.” She reports 
that about fifty school libraries have 
agreed to cooperate. The work as 
planned will cover a period of about 
three years.

the California Library Association.*

Inquiries cover the subjects of furniture 
and arrangement, book selection, care and 
mending, classification, charging system, 
text books, in fact nearly the entire field 
of school library activity. The questions 
repeat themselves so consistently that 
mimeographed sheets answering more 
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fully than individual letters for each 
case would do, are kept on hand. The 
appropriate sheet or set of sheets is sent 
out with a personal letter in reply to 
each query. It might appear that a book 
covering the subjects would do for all 
cases, but experience in other fields teach- 
es that people forget about a book 
while they remember about personal 
source of help.

REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE 
ON COOPERATION WITH 
LIBRARY AGENCIES 


The public school and the libraries, 
(public, school, university and special) 
are the agencies that have been evolved 
for the taking care of the acquisition and 
distribution of knowledge. Libraries are 
features of every kind of an institution. 
We find one of the necessities of the 
schools today is the modern library based 
on the principles of education and striv- 
ing to attain the objectives of education. 

In addition to the library within the 
school, which has seemed as natural a 
growth as the library within a univerity, 
the schools have the advantage of sever- 
al other wonderfully organized agencies; 
the public city libraries, the county and 
state libraries. In the small and large 
cities the public, library is glad and will- 
ing to assume the duties of serving the 
children of the schools as far as possible. 

In the schools (elementary, junior and 
senior high,) have grown libraries inter- 
twined with the curriculum until teach- 
ers and pupils have everything neces- 
sary close at hand. In charge of these we 
find teacher-librarians equipped not only 
with technical training necessary to or- 
ganize and operate a library, but pos- 
sessing also the broad cultural back- 
ground of the teacher with her know- 
ledge of pedagogy and child psychology. 

The public library supplements the 
schools for material such as government 


documents, learned reports, older and 
expensive books of reference. Bound 
magazines, the Readers’ Guide, other 
indexes, fiction, pictures and many other 
things make the public library a con- 
stantly used adjunct of the smaller 
school. 


The public library and schools should 
cooperate more closely by having oc- 
casional conferences of librarians; the 
public library book purchases can be 
made more wisely if the needs of the 
school patrons are known. The material 
suitable for special topics can be made 
available to a larger number if lists of 
topics are supplied by teachers. 


There should be an interlocking of 
ideas and aids to study. While at first 
glance many think the public library 
should serve the schools completely by 
having branches adjacent to or in the 
schools, the history of this movement 
has shown this plan to be a failure in 
many states. The difference in the 
clientele, the overwhelming demand of 
the school children for service, for books, 
for accommodation; the noise, the dis- 
cipline, etc., bring in features that the 
public librarian is not prepared to meet. 
The administration is different, and on 
the whole, the adult public finds itself 
neglected where the school children are 
featured. 

An interesting experiment is going on 
in Berkeley, California, where the public 
library across the street from the school 
is in charge of a school librarian from 
8 A. M. until 2 P. M. after which time 
it is opened to the public. At designated 
periods during these hours the school 
children are brought to the library and 
are taught the use of the card catalog, the 
general arrangement of library, etc. This 
familiarizes them with the methods of 
obtaining what they need and creates a 
desire to use the library outside of school 
hours. This library is located in an in- 
dustrial district in which children have no 
idea of the proper use of leisure. It was 
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to create a respect for public buildings 
and property; to preclude the possibility 
of the gang arising, as well as to en- 
courage reading habits, that this plan was 
evolved. Appreciation and enjoyment is 
shown by the numbers who return to use 
the facilities of the library when they are 
no longer connected with the school. 
The resources of the schools, city and 
rural, can be augmented to a great extent 
by the state wide library system of the 
California State Library, yet there are 
magy schools that do not not know that 
they can avail themselves of the op- 
portunity. The county library system 
reaches into the most remote parts of the 
State and will keep an ever changing 
group of books in any school or locality 
that will make the financial adjustments 
that are necessary. According to Miss 
Mabel Gillis, the state librarian, 2500 
school districts are served by the system. 
In the high schools, whether rural or 
city, it is usually found a more pliable 
plan to have the books owned by the 
school and administered by a teacher 
librarian along with the free text books. 
The well defined objectives of ed- 
ucation are the ultimate aim of all school 
libraries and as Hanna Logasa in “The 
High School Library,” “In a general 
way, all school libraries aim to give ser- 
vice to the school of which they are a 
part. The kind and amount of service 
they are able to give will depend on the 
educational practices in the school, the co- 
operation given to the library by the 
school community, and the state of the 
library. ach and every library will 
have objectives which will indicate the 
potential service it is prepared to give in 
the particular school of which it is a part, 
and because conditions in schools differ, 
the general library objectives will differ. 
All high school libraries have one thing 
in common, and that is the good of 
potential service. The service that the 
library is to perform in the school are 
two kinds. Directly, the school library 
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aims to guide and direct the leisure read~- 
ing of the pupils in the school; to give 
to children through books, a knowledge 
of the world in its diverse form; to help 
them discover their own creative abilities 
and aptitudes; and to make it possible 
for them to obtain vicarious experience 
which will add to their apperceptive 
mass. The second direct contribution 
to the educational program of the school 
is the training it gives to pupils in the 
use of books and libraries. Indirectly, 
the library service is a unifying agency 
in the general scheme of school ad- 
ministration. It serves as the cooperating 
and correlating agency for the subject 
matter taught in the school, and is there- 
fore adjunct to all the classrooms. In 
addition it serves as the clearing house 
for all ideas, intellectual and aesthetic, 
as well as a center of the social and 
extracurricular activities in the school. 

The school and public libraries are 
partners in developing in the child, the 
techniques and skills which he will carry 
into adult life. 

Education is a blither thing today than 
it useci to be. Don’t you think the libra- 
ries have helped?
